In the L'nitrd State* Supreme Court.

tbe supreme court of the United States 
assembled Tuesday the room in which it 
holds its sessit us was crowded with spec- 
tators, most of them being present to hear 
the announcement of the death of Asso- 
ciate Justice Miller. The chair that had 
been occupied by the deceased jurist was 
heavily drrf[ e 1 in black. There were no 
other signs of mourning about the court 
room. When the crier bad announced 
that-tbe court «as iu session, Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller announced iu a low voice the 
death of Justice M Her.

THE PRESIDENT AT WASHINGTON. 
He Sayi Bit Trip of 3,000 Miles Wai a 


Very Pleasant One. 


WASHINGTON CITT, Oct. 14.—Thepres- 


Went returned to Washington at 8:45 
o'clock Tuesday morning. His private 
car, the Haslemere, was a part of the fast 
express of the Pennsylvania railroad. The 
president was accompanied on his return 
by Secretary Tracy, Marshal Ransdell, 
Private Secretary Halford, Mr. Tibbett, 
the stenographer of the executive man- 
sion; Mr. .Bishop, of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad, and Mr. Bain, the corre- 
spondent of the United Press. The presi- 
dential party breakfasted on the Hasle- 
mere just as the traimvaa leaving Balti- 
more Tuesday morning. The president 
remarked at breakfast that it had been "a 
very pleasant trip." He has come through 
the ordeal of constant speaking, dining 
and hand shaking and through the 3,000 
miles of railroad travel in excellent physi- 
cal condition 
The president was met at 


the station by Mr. Pruden, the executive 
clerk, and Capt. Dinsmore, the 
chief 


usher of the White house. Two carriages 
were in waiting and the president, with 
Secretary Halford, was driven direct to 
the executive mau-iion.

I« What Great Britain Is After and She 


Seems Determined to 
Secure 
It—A

—Denth of a Celebrated Oxford Pro- 
fessor—Foreign Notes. 
LONDON, Oct. U.— The greatest excite 


ment prevails throughout Portugal over 
the news from the Zambesi, which, il 
confirmed, will .show that England is de- 
termined to enforce the provisions of the 
Anglo Portuguese 
convention 
without 


waiting for theapprovnl of Portugal. Eng- 
land has for a long time aspired to the 
control of the Zambe-i river, and the free 
navigation of that important stream was 
the leading 
clause in the convention 


which has aroused so much opposition iu 
Lisbon. 


Forcibly Entered the Hirer. 


In 
accordance with the ultimatum, 


which was .sent by Lord Salisbury, the 
English seem to have now forcibly entered 
the river, thereby ignoring Portugal's 
right to approve or disapprove the com- 
pact, and virtually committing an act of 
war. 
The feoliug 
ot the Portuguese 


generally is strongly in favor of hostile 
retaliation against Great Britain, and the 
socialists are cloinx all they can to stimu- 
late the popular excitement to frenzy aud 
revolution. Several Spanish men-of-war 
and an Italian navul division are at Lis- 
bon watchiug the course of events. 


Kml of the Crisis. 


The Lisbon correspondent of The Times 


says advices from .Moznmbique represent 
that a Britisii force of SOJ ha.s penetrated 
to Manicu, and that two gun bouts have 
entered the Zambesi river. 
In conse- 


quence of the receipt of this news the 
ministers no longer hesitate to support 
Senor Sousa, who, on Saturday uighc? 
visited the king, intending to decline the 
task of creating a new cabinet. This 
ends the crisis. The press attacks Eng- 
land with greater violence than ever.

polities. We are told that Delaney was 
beaten by the bosses. It is certainly a piec 
of news to leam that the democratic party 
In Macon county has any bosses. The party 
has not been in the ascendency here, I 
has had control of no offices, a thing that i 
necessary to the existence of a boss. Toi 
all know that the delegates to the demo- 
cratic convention in this part of the state 
have done everything in their power t( 
choose men who will make the best race 
Of course it is possible for a delegate t 
make a mistake, but certainly those we hav 
seen in democratic conventions here acted 
honestly 
About that there can be no ques 


tion. 


And then we are told that a man was 


chosen, "whose political like his church 
affiliation could not be discovered by a mind 
reader.1'
